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GENERAL READING. 

To be more or less shut in from the outside world, while un- 
oubtedly conducive to better development along any one line, 
annot fail to make a man narrow and unsympathetic. Thus resi- 
ential colleges, while putting a high polish upon their graduates, 
;end to marli them with a peculiar brand that it takes a few years 
if contact with the outside world, after graduation, to soften in any 
ppreciable degree. 

• McGill may be favored in having no residences to the extent 
lat her undergraduates are not shut in from the greater currents 
f life of Montreal; but such outside contacts as as students are 
ikely to form casually, in the first year or two in the city, can 
lardly be said to lead to development in any real sense. Because 
■ey are not in touch with the big events and thoughts of this age, 
Kcept insofar as their professors may assign them readings which 
re either raced through as an unpleasant duty, or totally ignored, 
hey may become more or less one-profession or one-idea men, 
tnd the main purpose of a liberal education is, for them, defeated. 
. This we believe to be an error. 
While it would be inappropriate to hazard any hard and fast 
"les of proceduure tending to breadth in college men, it seems 
Itogether reasonable to suppose that a fair amount of general read- 
ng, wisely selected and rightly done, would furnish all the ele- 
nents necessary to broader vision, nobler aim, and sturdier power 
>f discrimination. To this end, we can only offer suggestions. 

Giving preference to standard works in this and the past ccn- 
uries, and making it a point to read a certain amount of GOOD 
ifcçrature every month, taking his reading seriously as part of his 
if e, and looking to it for development along all essential branches, 
i. student can cover an astonishingly varied and stimulating range 
of subjects in one session. 

In addition to standard literature, vocational and general, there 
are periodicals, also professional and literary, scientic, inspirational, 
imd political that keep one in touch with modern thought and pro- 
ress. - 

There is no limit to the range of standard works at the disposal 
of students in the city. Added to the bound works of noted auth- 
ors, in this and past centuries, he can have constant access to a be- 



vildering wealth of periodical literature of all classes. For the men 
nterested in purely intellectual subjects, the big reviews of Europe 
nd America are available ; for the student who cares to keep in 
ouch with current events we venture to suggest the "excerpt" 
magazine which, draws extracts from all current periodicals and 
gives in condensed form the activities of the world; for him who 
wishes to be amused, and at the same time to better his literary 
leducation, we might mention the better-class fictional magazines, 
such as those of both worlds contributed to by men noted in lite- 
ary circles for serious, careful work. Unfortunately the European 
nagazines, which are undoubtedly vastly superior from a literary 
>oint of view, are not as readily accessible as the cheaper, more 
hastily written periodicals published on this continent; but the 
^ery v^orthy though less perfectly expressed ideas which arc to be 
cfLtid in American publications, merit consideration. 

A magazine beside your shaving mirror, another by your bed, 
a good book of general interest always open on the corner of your 
table, will be the best friends you can have during your course, 
f you will make use of them intelligently, systematically and with 
>urpose. 

Incidentally in reading, it is always well to keep a dated list 
f all material gone over, with a view to re-reading anything worth 
vhile. 

Ajny professor at McGill, we feel sure, will be only too glad 
advise a student in the selection of his reading ; these professors 
ours, thinking and reading men, have sympathetic understand- 
gs and are eager, how eager you can only suspect when you come 
to personal contact with them, to help every undergraduate who 
arits the least bit of advice, encouragement or help. To them we 
fer any man who cares to adopt our suggestion and to lay the 
undation of habits of wide reading while he is still at college.

The lecturêi on venereal diseases held 
yesterday afternoon in the Union Ball 
Room was very largely attended. The 
hall being crowded to the doors. Sir Ar- 
thur Curric was the chairman and fol- 
lowing the showing of motion pictures, 
short addresses were given by Dr. John 
A. Hutchison, Dr. A. H. Desloges, Dr. F. 
S. Patch and Dr. H. M. Little. 

Speaking prior to the showing of the 
pictures, j Sir Arthur: said that a few- 
years ago venereal diseases were spoken 
of in hushed whispers. He said that we 
must realize the dangers of the direful 
disease and fight it to extermination. 

The pictures vividly portrayed the so- 
cial diseases, showing their different 
stages and the various treatments for 
combatting and curing them. During 
the past 'few years and especially since 
the war, medical profession has made 
great strides towards fighting venereal 
diseases. 

Dr. Dcslogcs, Director of the Prov- 
ince of Quebec Anti-Venereal Campaign 
and Dr. Hutchison a'.'io of that body 
spoke of the work being done here. Dr. 
Lamb and Dr. Patch, represented the 
Medical Faculty and gave invaluable ad- 
vice. The cardinal point stressed by all 
the speakers was that the only solution 
was absolutely no illegitimate sexual in- 
dulgence.

PORTUGUESE AND LATIN IN 
THE AZORES. 

On all occasions the stranger is wel- 
comed to the humble home of the Azo- 
rean peasant with dignity and decorum, 
and at the 'same time with a courtesy, 
cordiality, and frank hospitality, which 
are the trust politeness, 

The language of the people is Por- 
tuguese. It is interesting to trace the 
kinship between the tongues ..of South- 
western Europe. The Romans, invaded 
and vanquished the language, as well 
as the territory, of their neighbors so 
thoroughly, that a bastard Latin is 
the speech of all French, Italian. Spa- 
nish, and Portuguese possessions to-day. 
All the Portuguese nouns arc Latin abla- 
tives; and one may usually guess at the 
adjective by substituting an r for an 1 in 
the Latin (the exchange of one liquid 
for another being apparently no robbery) 
—for instance, branca ;for blanca; obri- 
gato for obligato, etc. They chatter like 
magpies-; and when we catch a Latin 
word, we seize and fling it back to them. 
They are mystified; then they shout 
with delight, the "seuhora sabc Portu- 
guese." Wc .don't let them know we 
don't sabc for awhile. Then, regardless 
of moods and tenses, and other gramma- 
tical trifles, we patch up a mongrel sen- 
tence out of our little Latin. Italian, and 
French. In nine cases out of ten, they un- 
derstand and answer, so that wc get il- 
substance of what they say. Thus, by 
cheer audacity wc really get a good deal 
out of the language— "A Summer in the 
Azores," C. Alice Baker.

ANNIVERSARY OF DANTE. 

The University of Toronto has agreed 
ot take charge oi a Dante celebration, to 
be held in the Hart House Theatre on 
the evening of Nov. 26, Professor Shaw 
of the department of Italian at Varsity, 
stated when interviewed this morning. 

Dante, combined politician, philologist, 
philosopher and literary genius, was 
born in Florence, Italy, in 1265. He died 
on Sept, 14, 1321. His greatest work is 
his divine comedy. 

So far, no celebration has been con- 
ducted in Toronto. The, local Italians 
held a patriotic ccii'Wilion on Sept 20, 
but this did not concern the great scho- 
lar. While it was not possible tor the 
university to conduct a memorial on the 
actual anniversary, the authorities have 
done the next best thing, and picked the 
date in question. 

While the department of Italian, un- 
der Professor Shaw, has chief interest 
in arrangements, a committee represent- 
ative of the English and Philosophy 
branches is also interested. Sir Robert 
Falconer, president of the university, is 
taking a keen interest in the proect. 

Professor Grandgent, of Harvard 
University, who is rated E'i the fore- 
most Dante scholar on the continent has 
already promised to address the meet- 
ing. The professor is the editor of 
Dante's comedy, which is known as the 
"American Dante." The Toronto Arts 
and Letters Club will be invited, as well 
as' any others who are interested in the 
subject. The. Dante Alighieri. society, 
an Itatlian patriotic association here, is 
combining with the Uuniversity "com- 
mittee, and on this account, part of the 
memorial ceremony will be in Italian. 

The speeches will be of a strickly aca- 
demic nature, however. "Many of these 
celebrations have become perverted into 
a patriotic hurrah," Professor Shaw said. 
This side will be only subsidiary on Nov. 
26. 

In order that all who desire to be pre- 
sent will be accommodated, tickets will 
be issued. Hart House theatre seats only 
500, thus it is advisable to make arrange- 
ments without delay.
